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DE.    POTTEE'S    CEUSHING    EEPLY 
TO   DE.    MANNING. 


THE  REV.  DR.  POTTER,  of  Sheffield,  delivered  a  lecture 
in  the  Corn  Exchange,  Hanging  Ditch,  in  this;*  city,  on 
the  "  Conquest  of  England,"  being  a  reply  to  statements 
recently  made  by  Dr.  Manning.  The  Rev.  J.  G.  French, 
B.A.,  of  St.  George's,  Manchester,  presided,  and  he  was 
supported  on  the  platform  by  the  Rev.  J.  F.  Statham,  M.A., 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Garratt,the  Rev.  H.  Hanna,M.A.,  and  Messrs. 
J.  Silvester,  W.  J.  Austin,  S.  P.  Andrew,  J.  T.  Bradbury, 
W.  E.  Rudolph,  G.  Hughes,  A.  Brierley,  J.  Stocks,  T.  H. 
French,  H.  S.  Graves,  Robert  Britton,  and  others. 

The  CHAIRMAN  said  the  lecture  might  be  looked  at  in 
two  lights — first,  as  an  attempt  to  convert  Romanists, 
and  secondly,  as  intended  to  instruct  those  who  did 
not  know  what  answer  to  give  when  challenged  by 
Catholics  concerning  the  faith  which  they  held.  Iniquity 
abounded  in  ..lanchester,  and  if  they  wished  to  do  good 
they  could  find  means  of  bringing  others  to  the  know- 
ledge of  the  truth  as  it  was  in  Jesus,  without  going  out 
of  their  way  to  insult  and  vituperate  those  who  differed 
from  them,  which  he  was  sure  was  not  the  intention  of 
the  lecturer. 

After  some  other  general  remarks,  the  Chairman  intro- 
duced the  Rev.  Dr.  Potter,  who  spoke  as  follows  : — 

Mr.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES,  and  GENTLEMEN — In  opening 
up  this  great  subject,  upon  which  I  am  to  address  you 
this  evening,  let  me  assure  you  that  it  would  not  be  of 
my  choosing.  I  have  no  love  for  war  of  any  kind,  and  if 
I  consulted  my  own  natural  instincts,  would  have  felt 


inclined  to  say  with  old  Samuel,  when  disturbed  from  his 
tranquil  repose  in  the  great  spirit- world,  "  Why  have  ye 
brought  me  up  hither?'*  I  love  the  calm,  the  philo- 
sophic, the  peaceful,  the  sublime  ;  but  I  also  felt,  taught 
by  a  sad  and  bitter  experience,  and  by  higher  instinct, 
that  there  was  a  Cause.  From  the  day  when  our  first 
parents  fell,  and  had  toil  and  turmoil  appointed  as  their 
lot,  controversy  and  war,  whether  physical  and  material, 
or  spiritual  and  moral,  is  our  inevitable  destiny — war  in 
nature,  even  with  the  "  thorns  and  thistles,"  and  war 
with  the  "  enmity  "  which  Almighty  God  said  he  would 
put  between  the  great  enemy  of  God  and  man  and  the 
woman,  and  between  their  seed,  which  unbelieving 
indifferentism  has  been  ever  since  till  now — and  is  now 
still — seeking  to  take  away.  Sir,  as  you  said,  we  are 
willing  to  give  to  others  the  liberty  to  think  and  believe 
as  they  please,  which  we  claim  for  ourselves  ;  but  if  we 
;  find  the  liberty  of  others  used  to  strangle  our  liberty,  we 
put  our  foot  down  firm,  and  we  say,  "  Hitherto  shalt  thou 
come,  but  no  further."  (Cheers.)  If  the  Church  of  Rome 
were  like  any  other  form  of  religion,  we  might  feel  bound 
to  let  her  go  her  way ;  but  her  faith  is  credulity,  her 
worship  superstition,  her  creed  a  code  to  rule  and  enslave, 
*  not  a  regulator  or  conservator  of  faith.  Let  her  let  others 
;  alone,  they  will  let  her  alone  ;  but  this  she  will  not  do. 
You  also  spoke,  sir,  of  the  abounding  sin  and  wickedness 
which  we  all  would  do  well  to  seek  to  put  down.  Alas  ! 
it  is  so.  But  I  am  here  to-night  to  affirm,  and  to  prove, 
that  impurity,  iniquity,  and  vice,  such  as  meet  the  eye 
and  offend  the  ear,  are  but  an  efflorescence,  have  taken 
root  somewhere,  and  that  if  these  can  be  found  concen- 
trated anywhere,  they  are  to  be  found  in  their  essence, 


intensified  and  concentrated,  in  the  apostate  Church  of 
Rome,  which  seeks  to  regain  the  England  that  it  lost 
some  three  hundred  years  ago  :  a  Church  which  "  confines 
the  intellect  and  enslaves  the  soul ;"  a  Church,  sir,  which 
would  fain  put  out  the  eye  of  intelligence,  is  the  foe  to 
mental  and  moral  freedom,  and  would  once  more  forge 
fetters  and  chains  for  the  limbs  of  freemen. 

And  now,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  let  me  here,  before  I 
go  into  this  question,  tell  you  who  Dr.  Manning  is,  and 
what  is  his  aim  and  mission.  In  doing  so,  I  shall  use  as 
much  as  possible  his  own  words.  He  is  a  distinguished 
individual,  but  also  distinguished  by  his  fall ;  eminent  for 
declension  ;  one  of  the  hinges  of  the  so-called  apostolic 
machinery — cardo,  from  which  cardinal  is  derived,  means 
a  hinge,  a  light ; — but  lucus  a  non  lucendo,  a  light  not 
shining  in  darkness,  but  remarkable  for  its  dimness,  itself 
almost  a  darkness  deep  as  Erebus — a  darkness  that  may 
be  felt.  He  once  was  an  ornament  of  the  old  Church  of 
England.  Corruptio  optimi  fit  pessima,  that  which  once 
was  becomes  the  worst.  "  How  are  the  mighty  fallen  !" 

Oh  !  for  a  prophet's  heaven-taught  power,  to  tell 

The  mingled  sorrow,  the  surprise,  the  shame, 
When  Oxford's  learned  standard-hearers  fell 

And  gave  to  Rome  their  strength,  tongue,  pen,  and  fame  ; 
When  Newman,  Manning,  Dodsworth,  broke  the  spell 

Of  general  trust  in  Oxford. 

Some  few  have  left  us — some  few  still  may  leave  us  ; 

But  God's  our  word,  like  God's  infinity 
Remains  unchanged  ;  and  nothing  shall  bereave  us 

Of  that  best  gift  from  God's  divinity, 
Till  all  apostasy  shall  cease  to  grieve  us. 

Oh  !  holy,  blest,  and  glorious  Trinity, 
Save  thou  thi?  Church  from  Popery — hear  our  prayer — 

And  for  mankind's  sake,  make  our  realm  Thy  care. 
(Cheers.)    ft  is  melancholy  to  think  of  men  who  have  offi- 


elated  in  the  glorious  old  Church  of  England,  the  Church 
of  martyred  reforming  fathers,  being  now  in  the  slough  of 
Borne.  Of  Dr.  Manning's  sincerity  I  will  say  nothing — that 
must  be  left  to  the  all-seeing  and  all-searching  inquisition 
of  the  future  ;  but  T  will  give  you  a  portion  of  his  sad,  and, 
I  believe,  his  mysterious  history,  not  made  public  before. 
Sir,  I  hold  in  my  hand  a  letter  from  a  lady  of  high  rank, 
who,  with  her  husband,  have  moved  in  the  first  circles  of 
Europe,  conversant  with  most  of  the  affairs  of  the  upper 
ten  thousand.  She  thus  writes  to  me :  "  Dr.  Manning 
told  his  ward,  Miss  Lee,  a  lady  well  known  in  London 
society,  when  she  wished  to  follow  his  example  and  join 
the  Church  of  Rome,  '  I  am  a  lost  man.  I  know  it,  but 
I  can't  help  it ;  there's  no  return.'  This  young  lady  told 
her  aunt  these  words  after  they  were  uttered,  and  she  men- 
tioned them  immediately  afterwards  to  me."  (Sensation.) 
This  was  a  serious  admission  ;  of  course  it  will  be  denied,  all 
for  the  sake  of  ecclesiastical  utility  for  the  good  of  the 
Church,  just  as  it  is  openly  denied  by  perverts  that 
they  are  going  to  join  Rome  on  the  very  eve  of  their 
doing  so,  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  Marquis  of  Bute  ; 
but,  sir,  it  is  true,  deny  as  they  may.  To  deny  is  a 
virtue,  lest  scandal  should  arise  ;  but,  sir,  it  was  an  awful 
admission,  and  I  will  tell  you  what  it  means.  Rome 
poisons  those  she  suspects  if  they  be  anything  more  than 
small  fry,  about  whom  she  cares  not.  The  aqua  tofana — 
the  poison  water  made  by  the  nuns — is  ever  at  hand.  Sir, 
Clement  the  XIV.,  a  Pope  who  arrested  and  banished  the 
Jesuits,  was  thus  poisoned,  and  died  an  awful  death.  He 
turned  livid,  was  covered  with  violet  spots,  his  nails 
dropped  off,  his  hair  fell  off  from  his  skull  on  to  the  pillow, 
and  the  stench  from  his  body  was  fearful.  Well  might 


he  foresee  this  and  say,  when  he  signed  the  fatal  Bull  of 
Suppression,  "I  have  signed  my  death  warrant."  Yes, 
sir,  as  with  the  poor  postulants  for  nunhood  all  is  rose- 
water  and  kid  gloves  till  they  take  the  plunge  ;  after  that, 
the  gloom,  horror,  and  darkness,  black  as  Erebus.  No 
return.  Nulla  vestigia  retrorsum.  Sir,  I  can  give 
proof — living  proof — of  this.  A  late  vicar-general  of 
Rome,  who  had  £800  a  year  in  that  church,  and  is  alive, 
with  only  £150  a  year  in  our  church — so  he  was  not 
bribed  away — -will  attest  and  swear  that  the  Romish 
authorities  of  Dublin  kept  a  hired  poisoner  on  pay,  who 
had  £500  a  year,  whose  business  was  to  put  out  of  the 
way  suspected  and  obnoxious  individuals.  On  one  occa- 
sion he  travelled  inside  the  mail  coach  while  the  poisoner 
was  outside  going  down  to  poison  his  own  relative,  a 
Roman  bishop,  who  he  thus  was  enabled  to  warn  before- 
hand, and  saved  his  life.  Sir,  that  gentleman  is  my  friend. 
I  brought  him  to  Sheffield  to  tell  that  tale  on  a  public 
platform  ;  he  did  so.  It  was  published,  and  he  dared  the 
priests  to  the  denial  of  it.  They  were  as  mute  as  mice  ; 
they  will  be  mute  till  he  dies.  They  have  sought  to  kill 
him,  but  a  kind  providence  protected  him,  and  when  he 
is  dead,  with  audacious  infamy  they  will  deny  it,  as  they 
deny  all  the  rest.  This  gentleman  is  ready  to  come  to 
Manchester,  if  needs  be,  and  repeat  the  same  story.  (Sensa- 
tion.) No  doubt,  sir,  Dr.  Manning  has  found  out  his  terrible 
masters,  his  jailers,  bis  tyrant  Jesuit  poisoners,  and  he 
dares  not  but  rush  on  headlong  to  destruction.  These 
infamous  Jesuits,  sir,  are  nestling  in  the  bosom  of 
England,  though  turned  out  of  Germany,  in  violation 
of  British  law  ;  and  when  the  honourable  and  Protestant 
member  for  Salford,  Mr.  Charley — (cheers) — proposed  to 
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put  in  force  the  Act  of  1829,  called  the  Catholic  Belief 
Act,  by  which  Romanists  themselves  stipulated  that  their 
Black  Militia  should  be  banished  the  country,  the  late 
prime  minister,  in  his  place  in  the  House  of  Commons, 
in  reply,  said  he  agreed  with  the  honourable  member  that 
the  Act  of  '29  should  be  amended,  but  in  an  opposite  direc- 
tion, namely,  so  as  not  to  enforce  the  anti-Jesuit  clause, 
but  to  remove  them  altogether.  (Shame.)  Perhaps  Mr. 
Gladstone  would  say  he  had  confidence  enough  in  the 
Protestantism  of  the  country  without  these  penal  restric- 
tions. But  I  would  say,  if  so,  pity  our  forefathers  had 
not  some  of  such  wisdom.  No,  no.  Give  them  a  local 
legal  habitation,  and  my  word  for  it,  like  the  viper  in  the 
fable,  they  will  suck  England's  best  blood.  But,  sir,  I 
have  more  to  say  about  Dr.  Manning.  I  stood  the  other 
day  almost  upon  the  grave  of  a  young  lady  in  Derbyshire 
who,  till  the  day  of  her  death,  had  gone  with  her  parents 
regularly  to  church,  with  whom  Dr,  Manning  had  tampered 
in  London,  and  he  perverted  her ;  and  in  her  pocket  was 
found,  after  her  death,  by  her  mother,  a  dispensation  from 
Dr.  Manning  to  conceal  her  faith,  deceive  her  parents,  and 
pretend  to  be  a  Protestant.  I  had  this  from  the  lips  of 
their  vicar,  to  whom  she  told  it.  Such  is  the  teaching  of 
Rome ;  for  Ligouri  says — of  whom  the  Church  of  Rome 
has  declared  that  he  never  wrote  one  word  in  all  his  works 
worthy  of  censure,  or  even  rash  or  scandalous  :  "  Not  only 
is  it  lawful,  but  often  more  conducive  to  the  glory  of  God 
and  the  utility  of  your  neighbour,  to  hide  your  faith 
rather  than  to  confess  it,  if,  for  example,  lying  concealed 
among  heretics,  you  can  do  more  good."  (Sensation.)  I 
have  been  earnestly  pressed,  sir,  not  to  reveal  these 
things ;  but  I  have  no  idea  of  making  my  breast  the 


repository  of  treason,  treachery,  and  Popish  scheming  and 
villainy.  (Cheers.)  My  Protestant  fellows  shall  hear  it, 
know  it,  and  if  they  do  not  deal  with  it  as  they  should, 
I  will  say  they  have  parted  with  their  manhood,  their 
ancient  glory  and  renown.  (Loud  cheers.) 

Dr.  Manning — I  will  not  call  him  Cardinal — such  term 
is  now  an  anachronism,  and  the  thing  cannot  be  since  the 
Pope  lost  his  princedom,  his  temporalities — means  prince 
of  the  church,  claiming  temporal  jurisdiction.  He,  as  I 
shall  prove,  came  down  here,  billing  and  cooing,  to  deceive 
the  people  of  Manchester,  whom  he  sought  to  delude  and 
lead  astray  by  high  compliments,  addressing  them  as  the 
concentration  of  energy  and  intelligence.  I  quote  from 
the  Catholic  Times,  of  the  30th  April,  his  sermon  and 
luncheon-speeches.  To  you,  gentlemen,  of  such  intelli- 
gence, I  address  myself,  and  shall  prove  Rome  to  be  the 
filthiest,  foulest,  and  most  degrading  system  that  ever  a 
long-suffering  God  permitted  to  afflict  humanity  ;  a  system 
not  only  corrupt  but  deceitful — pre-eminently  called  "the 
lie  "  in  Scripture.  Remove  Romanism  and  all  its  resulting 
evils  of  craft,  cunning,  and  political  and  moral  debauchery 
and  corruption,  and  though  you  leave  poor,  fallen  humanity 
behind,  you  lift  up  a  mountain  off  the  world's  heart  and 
life.  A  system  this  truly  is  which  presents  the  iron  hand 
covered  with  a  velvet  glove.  Woe  be  to  those  who  trust 
its  grip  or  admit  its  guidance.  I  propose  to-night,  sir,  to 
deal  with  this  monstrous  system  in  a  twofold  aspect — 
one  of  spiritual  apostasy  from  primitive  truth  ;  the  other 
a  political  conspiracy  against  the  rights  and  liberties  of 
man.  For  both  I  shall  give  not  only  probable  opinion 
but  high  authority — the  authority  of  Scripture,  not 
interpreted  by  myself  or  by  some  foolish  "  private  inter-

pretation,"  but  as  interpreted  by  the  old  church  of  this 
country  in  her  authoritative  documents,  as  well  as  by  all 
the  churches  ot  the  Reformation.  Let  those  who  would 
boast  themselves  loyal  sons  of  the  old  church  see  to  it 
that  they  be  so  also.  The  Church,  in  her  homilies  and 
in  her  articles,  pronounces  Rome,  Babylon  ;  the  Pope,  anti- 
Christ,  the  Man  of  Sin ;  her  doctrines  "  blasphemous 
fables  and  dangerous  deceits,"  and  "  idolatory  to  be 
abhorred  of  all  faithful  Christians."  These  statements 
are  the  law  of  the  Church  and  the  law  of  the  land. 
Every  clergyman  swears,  when  he  is  ordained,  to 
administer  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  as  the  Church  and 
realm  have  received  the  same.  By  the  first  canon  of  the 
Church  of  England  every  clergyman  is  bound,  at  least 
four  times  a  year,  to  preach  against  popery,  upon  a 
question  which  involves  the  whole  controversy  with 
Home ;  and  though  we  vow  to  promote  quietness,  peace, 
and  love  among  all  Christian  people,  the  wisdom  from 
above  is  first  pure,  then  peaceable.  We  swear  to  be 
always  ready  to  banish  and  drive  away  erroneous  and 
strange  doctrines  contrary  to  God's  holy  Word ;  and 
every  bishop,  in  addition  to  this  vow  that  he  will 
encourage  others  to  do  this,  as  well  as  do  it  himself. 
Alas,  is  this  performed  ?  Are  these  binding  solemn  vows 
kept  ?  If  they  had  been,  we  would  not  have  the  leprosy 
of  Ritualism  here.  Now,  sir,  if  we  go  to  the  first  epistle 
of  St.  Paul  to  Timothy,  and  to  the  second  chapter  of  the 
second  epistle  to  the  Thessalonians,  we  have  this  system 
depicted  as  with  a  beam  of  light :  it  is  called  the  apostasy, 
a  falling  away  ;  its  head  is  called  a  "  Man  of  Sin."  That 
is  like  Jeroboam,  who  made  Israel  to  sin  by  setting  up 
what  Scripture  calls  their  sin,  the  golden  idol  calves  to 
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worship.     So  this  chief  apostate  should  make  the  Israel 
of  God  under  the  Christian  dispensation  to  sin   by  an 
idol  worship  anti-typical  to  that ;  it  should  be  a  "  mystery 
of   iniquity"    in    lies,    treachery,    deceit,    tyranny,    with 
"power,  signs,  and  lying  wonders,  and  with  all  deceivable- 
ness  of  unrighteousness. "      "  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy, 
having  the  conscience  seared,"  says  St.  Paul.    This  system 
was  to  be  a  corrupted  Christianity,  from  which  faith  it 
was  to  be  a  "falling  away ;"  its  head  to  be  a  bishop  like 
Judas,  a  "son  of  perdition;"  it  was  to  "forbid  to  marry, 
and  command  to  abstain  from  meats."     Can  anything  be 
clearer?      Could    the  Spirit    speak    more    "expressly?" 
Well,  sir,  were  we — when  it  appeared,  to  be  tolerant  of 
its  enormities — to   act  on  the  principle   of  live  and  let 
live,  hear  the  sacred  word  :   "If  thou  put  the  brethren 
in  remembrance  of  these  things,  thou  shalt  be  a  good 
minister  of  Jesus   Christ."       Surely  the  converse  must 
equally  be  true  :  "  If  thou  put  not  the  brethren  in  remem- 
brance,  thou  wilt  be  a  bad  minister  of  Jesus  Christ. '' 
(Cheers.)     It  is  painful,  sir,  to  see  the  shifts  had  recourse  to 
to  get  rid  of  this  duty,     Romanists  have  said  to  me,  "  Oh, 
these  texts,   this  picture  refers  to   Manichees,  Gnostics, 
and  other  such  heretics."     "Well,"  I  have  replied,  "be 
that  as  it  may,  you  have  to  its  features  a  most  remarkable 
likeness,  and  I  can  only  say  if  it  had  reference  to  those, 
they  all  must  be  embodied  in  Romanism,  as  their  present 
concreted  form  "     (Cheers.)     This   seems  hard  language, 
and  I  regret  to  have  to  use  it ;  but  it  is  not  only  mine, 
but  that  of  great   men  of  whom  England  has  ever  been 
proud.     What  says  the  great   Lord  Bacon,  in  his  fourth 
essay  on  religion  ?     "  It  is  necessary  that  the  Church,  by 
doctrine  and  decree,  all  princes  by  their  sword,  and  all 
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learnings,  both  Christian  and  moral,  as  by  their  Mercury 
rod,  do  damn  and  send  to  hell  for  ever  this  worse  than 
the  devil's  blasphemy."  (Cheers.)  And,  Sir  Matthew 
Hale  said,  "  If  anti-Christ  were  put  in  the  hue-and-cry, 
and  the  Pope  arrested  on  suspicion,  and  brought  before 
me  as  a  magistrate,  I  should  certainly  commit  him 
as  having  all  the  marks."  Thus,  then,  as  a  religious 
apostasy,  E/ome  stands  forth  confessed,  her  culminating 
act  of  idolatry  being  the  cultus  of  the  Virgin,  an  old 
pagan  worship,  the  worship  of  Isis,  the  worship  of  her 
called  the  Queen  of  Heaven,  of  angels,  and  of  saints, 
under  the  title  of  the  Immaculately-conceived  Virgin, 
the  mother  of  God.  It  is  strange  that  Epiphanius, 
an  old  father,  quotes  as  part  of  this  text  of  Scripture  a 
verse,  not  now  in  our  bible,  probably  cut  out  by  heretics, 
as  they  rften  did,  this  :  "  They  shall  be  worshippers  of 
the  dead,  as  they  once  worshipped  in  Israel."  At  any 
rate  this  title  of  "  Mother  of  God  "  is  not  Scripturally 
true,  nor  theologically  nor  historically  true.  When,  in 
the  fifth  century,  the  Council  of  Ephesus,  when  dealing 
with  the  question  of  the  Nestorian  heresy,  which  asserted 
that  Christ,  our  divine  Lord,  had  two  persons — one  the 
son  of  Mary,  who  died  on  the  cross,  and  one  the  Son  of 
God,  distinct  and  separate — they  imposed  upon  her  the 
title  of  Theotokos,  to  show  that  they  held  her  son  to  be 
one  person,  i.e.,  begetter  of  Him,  who  in  one  person  was 
God  and  man ;  but  they  never  contemplated  the  wild 
blasphemy  of  calling  her  Mother  of  God,  of  which  Theoto- 
kos, as  every  scholar  knows,  is  not  the  appropriate  Greek 
expression,  but  Meter  Theou  is.  This  she  was  not  called 
till  some  time  ;after  ;  for  the  first  time  by  Leo,  Bishop  of 
Home.  God,,  air,  .can  have  no  mother;  it  is  folly, 
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absurdity,  and  blasphemy  to  assert  it.  I  feel  deeply 
pained  to  have  thus  to  speak  in  reference  to  an  affected 
reverence  for  her  who  was  the  mother  of  my  Lord  ? 
The  idolatrous  pretences  of  it  which  she  would  be  first 
to  denounce  I  must  denounce,  and  let  those  take 
the  responsibility  of  forcing  upon  me  as  defender  of  the 
faith  of  Jesus,  a  line  of  exposure  which  may  seem  harsh 
and  grating.  Blessed  among  women  she  was  to  be. 
Blessed  we  call  her  in  our  rubric  before  the  Magnificat, 
that  beautiful  ode  in  which  she  asserts  her  maculateness, 
her  sinfulness,  when  she  says,  "  My  spirit  has  rejoiced  in 
God  my  Saviour.''1  (Cheers.)  Saint  Mary  the  Virgin  we 
also  call  her,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  admitting  and 
affirming  that  she  was  here  a  virgin,  and  that  those  called 
in  the  gospels  our  Lord's  brethren  were,  according  to 
well-known  Jewish  style  of  nomenclature,  no  more  than 
his  first  cousins.  This  is  capable  of  proof  from  Scripture. 
Bat  all  this,  sir,  makes  her  not  mother  of  God,  nor  imma- 
culate, nor  to  be  addressed  in  prayer.  "  Blessed  above  . 
women  was  Jael,  the  wife  of  Heber,  the  Kenite," 
to  be,  as  we  read  in  the  song  of  Deborah ;  yet 
no  one  thinks  of  kneeling  down  to  address  her  in 
prayer.  The  Romanists  say  they  don't  worship  her 
with  divine  worship ;  but,  sir,  I  say  they  do.  They 
draw  distinctions,  as  Dr.  Manning  attempts  to  do, 
between  civil  human  worship  and  religious  divine  worship, 
which  everyone  admits.  But,  sir,  that  is  not  the  question. 
But  this  is  the  question  :  Are  there  degrees  in  religious 
worship  itself?  (Hear,  hear.)  They  say,  yes.  We  say,  / 
no,  and  call  for  proof.  They  say  there  is  latreia,  hyper- 
douleictj  douleia — the  first  to  God,  the  second  to  the 
blessed  Virgin,  the  last  to  saints.  Now,  sir,  douleia,

the  form  of  worship  said  to  belong  to  saints,  is  the  Greek 
word  used  for  the  worship  due  to  God  in  1  Thess.  i.  9  ; 
Rom.  xii.  xi.  ;  Eph,  vi.  7.     But,  apart  from  all  this,  let 
me  ask,  how  are  the  unhappy  and  deluded  votaries  of 
Rome  to  distinguish  their  kind  of  worship  to  each  ?     The 
Hail  Mary  is  declared  by  Rome  to  be  not  only  a  saluta- 
tion, but  a  prayer  to  her.     Is  not  prayer  the  highest  act 
of  worship?     Pope  Pius  VII. ,  in  1807,  by  a  decree  of  the 
Sacred  Congregation  of  Indulgences,   granted  an  indul- 
gence of  three  hundred  days — 'that  is,  freedom  from  the 
temporal  punishment  due  to  sin  after  death,  and  while  in 
purgatory,  to  everyone  who  would  say  during  life  and  at 
death,  Jesus,  Mary,  Joseph,   I  offer  you  my  heart  and 
soul ;  Jesus,  Mary,  Joseph,  assist  me  in  my  last  agony  ; 
Jesus,  Mary,  Joseph,  I  breathe  forth  my  soul  in  peace 
with  you.     (Sensation.)     Now,  let  me  ask  how  can  any 
poor    Romanists    distinguish   between   the    varieties    of 
worship  in  uttering  these  words  ?     (Hear,  hear.)     Now, 
sir,  in  controversy  with  Unitarians  we  are  accustomed  to 
quote  the  words,   "  Go,  baptize  all  nations  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost/'  as  a  proof 
of  the  Trinity  in  Unity,  of  the  co-equality  of  the  Three 
Persons.     Must  not  the  same  use  of  words  here  infer  a 
co-equality  of  the  creature  and  the  Creator  ?     But  this  is 
not  all  the  blasphemy.     In  the  Hungarian  Confession  of 
Faith    every    pervert   to   Popery   is    obliged   to   confess 
(Art.  XVII.),  "  We  confess  that  Mary  the  Blessed  Virgin 
is  worthy  of  greater  honour  from  men  and  angels  than 
Christ  Himself,  the  Son  of  God."     This  will  be  found  in 
Streitwolf    and    Klener's    "Libri    Symbolici  Gottingen," 
1838.     Protestants  made  such  a  work  about  this  wild 
blasphemy  that  in  the  edition  of  1846  they  dropped  it 
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out,  as  they  have  done  the  denial  of  infallibility  from 
Keenan's  Roman  Catholic  Catechism.  But  they  forgot 
to  erase  the  reference  thereto  from  the  preface  ;  so  that 
the  preface  refers  you  to  five  confessions  of  faith,  while, 
when  you  seek  for  them,  you  find  only  four.  (Cheers.)  But, 
again,  in  a  sermon  by  Bernard  Senensis,  a  canonised  saint, 
(Paris,  1836),  there  are  these  words:  "  Mary  has  done  more 
for  God  than  God  has  for  man.  So  that  thus  on  account 
of  the  Blessed  Virgin,  God  is  in  a  certain  manner  under 
greater  obligations  to  us  than  we  are  to  Him.  (Sensation.) 
Again,  Pope  Gregory  XVI.,  in  1832,  thus  addressed  all 
bishops  and  faithful :  "  That  we  may  all  have  a  suc- 
cessful issue,  let  us  raise  ourselves  to  the  Blessed 
Virgin  Mary,  who  alone  destroys  all  heresy,  and 
who  is  the  sole  foundation  of  our  hope."  And  the 
present  Pope,  following  up  this  in  a  Brief  of  21st 
August,  1850,  speaks  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  as  "most 
holy  mother  of  God,  most  gracious  Virgin  Mary,  by 
whom  every  faithful  soul  is  said,  by  Cyril,  to  be  saved." 
In  the  Litany  of  Loretto  they  style  her  "  Gate  of  Heaven," 
though  Jesus  says  He  is  the  door ;  "Morning  Star,"  though 
Jesus  says  He  is  the  Morning  Star — and  there  are  not 
two  ;' "  Refuge  of  Sinners,"  though  God  is  our  refuge  and 
strength,  a  very  present  help  in  trouble  ;  "  Comforter  of 
the  Afflicted,"  though  Jesus  said,  when  leaving  earth,  He 
would  send  to  us  the  Holy  Ghost  the  Comforter.  (Hear.) 
In  fact,  Mary  is  their  queen,  their  mediator,  their  hope, 
their  salvation,  their  comforter,  their  God ;  and  their 
religion  is  not  Christianity  but  Mariolatry.  I  regret  to 
speak  thus.  I  know  pious,  loving  Romanists,  whom  I 
hope  to  meet  in  heaven ;  but  if  I  do  they  will  be  saved 
by  a  loving,  pardoning  Lord,  not  by  means  of  their  system, 
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but  in  spite  of  that  awfully  blasphemous  system*  (Cheers.) 
Now,  sir,  I  have  taken  the  trouble  to  search  Scriptures 
and  history  carefully  on  this  question,  and  I  find  that 
neither  in  the  gospels  or  epistles  of  St.  Paul,  or  the  other 
catholic  epistles,  or  in  the  Revelations,  is  there  the 
slightest  reference,  direct  or  indirect,  of  worship  of  or 
praying  to  the  Virgin  Mary ;  indeed  rather  the  reverse, 
for  on  one  occasion  our  Lord  was  told  "  Thy  mother  and 
Thy  brethren  stand  without,  desiring  to  see  thee  ?  He 
said,  "  Who  is  my  mother,  who  my  brethren  1 "  and 
looking  round  on  the  vast  assembly,  He  said,  "  Whosoever 
doeth  the  will  of  my  Father  in  heaven  the  same  is  My 
brother  and  sister  and  mother."  (Cheers.)  Again,  a 
woman  in  the  crowd  said,  "  Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare 
Thee."  He  replied,  "  Rather  blessed  are  they  that  hear 
the  word  of  God,  and  keep  it."  (Hear.)  And  at  the 
marriage  of  Cana  in  Gallilee,  when  she  said  they  have  no 
wine,  He  said,  "  Woman,  what  have  I  to  do  with  thee  ? " 
or  as  it  should  be  translated,  and,  indeed,  has  been  by 
Archbishop  Kendrick,  in  his  translation,  though  he  is  a 
Roman  bishop,  "Woman,  what  hast  thou  to  do  with  Me  ? 
mine  hour  is  not  yet  come."  Roman  Catholic  writers  of 
eminence  admit  this  silence,  but  give  as  a  reason  that  it 
was  to  excite  our  curiosity  to  inquire  about  her  and  know 
more  of  her — (laughter) ; — (but  where  are  we  to  get  the 
knowledge  denied  us  in  Scripture  T)  So  says  the  learned 
author  of  the  Pomcerium,  Aloysius,  Novarinus,  Caviseus,  the 
Jesuit,  Poza ;  Suarez  the  Jesuit,  Sherlog,  Gregorius  Galli- 
canus.  But,  sir,  I  have  also  looked  out  the  fathers  of  the 
early  Catholic  Church.  Barnabas  does  not  mention  her,  nor 
Clement,  nor  Poly  carp,  nor  Hermas,  nor  Tatian,  Athena- 
gores,  nor  Theophilus.  Ignatius  names  her,  but  speaks 
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of  no  prayer  or  invocation  to  her.  Ireneus  says  our  Lord 
repelled  her  in  the  words,  "  Woman,  what  have  I  to  do 
with  thee  ?"  Tertullian,  Ambrose,  and  Chrysostom  are 
dead  against  any  authority  or  influence  in  her,  and  Chry- 
sostom accuses  her  of  excessive  vain  ambition,  which  was 
disregarded  by  her  Son.  Let  me  then  hope,  sir,  that  I 
have  set  at  rest  for  ever,  among  Dr.  Manning's  intelligent 
Manchester  men,  the  question  of  the  worship  of  the 
Virgin  Mary.  (Cheers.) 

And  now,  Sir,  that  I  have  finished  this  branch  of  my 
subject,  let  me  approach  the  other,  namely  :  "  Rome  as  a 
political  conspiracy  against  civil  freedom."  And,  first, 
permit  me  to  show  from  holy  Scripture  that  this  was  to 
be  her  characteristic.  Daniel  is  called  the  man  greatly 
beloved,  the  seer  of  seers  ;  his  prophecies  are  the  political 
history — yes,  sir,  I  say  it — the  political  history  of  all 
nations,  for  all  time — till  the  coming  of  the  Universal 
Monarch,  and  the  establishment  of  the  fifth  great 
monarchy.  In  his  2nd,  7th,  and  llth  chapters,  he  gives 
us  a  sketch  of  the  great  dynasties  of  earth — the  Baby- 
lonian, Medo-Persian,  Grecian,  Roman.  He  tells  us  the 
Roman  monarchy  was  to  be  divided  into  ten  kingdoms, 
which,  we  all  know,  was  the  case.  He  tells  us  that  three 
of  these  ten  should  be  consolidated  into  one,  as  the 
temporal  sovereignty  of  a  mysterious  semi-political  power 
which  should  arise,  called  the  "  little  horn."  They  were  all 
"  horns/'  which  means,  in  prophecy,  political  secular 
powers.  This  "  little  horn  "  was  to  have  the  eyes  of  a 
man,  that  is,  a  peering,  introspecting,  surveying,  all- 
seeing  character  ;  he  was  to  be,  what  the  word  signifies, 
a  bishop,  which  is  the  shortened  Saxon  synonyme  for  the 
Greek  episcopos,  or  bishop — a  fallen  bishop,  a  Judas,  an 
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apostate  apostle,  a  son  of  perdition.     Now,  history  tells 
•us  that  this  thing  happened.     Three  of  the  ten  kingdoms 
formed  the  patrimony  of  Peter  ;  in  right  of  this  he  has 
worn  the  Regno,  or  triple  crown,  which  is  the  emblem  of 
temporal  sovereignty,  for  the  Pope  never  wears  this  in  the 
church,  only  outside,  as  such  symbol  ;  inside  the  church  he 
wears  the  mitre.      Now,  sir,  a   word    as  to  the  mitre. 
"What   is   a   mitre?     Thank  God   it   was   one   of  those 
Babylonian    ornaments   repudiated  at   the   Reformation. 
It  is  like,  as  you  know,  the  head  of  a  fish  with  the  snout 
upwards  and  the  mouth  open.     (Loud  laughter).     Nor  is 
this  fancy.     Sir,  it  is  absolutely   the  old  mitre  of  the 
priests  of  Dagon,  the  fish  god  assumed  by  the  priests  of 
Rome,  after  they  had  converted  the  pagans,  as  they  call 
it,  to  Christianity.     This  is  not  the  only  one  of  the  things 
they  borrowed  from  paganism,  by  their  own  confession,  too. 
Their  vestments — those   sacrificial  vestments   which    we 
hear  so  much  talk  of,   and  which   Ritualists    desire   to 
assume — are  also  borrowed  from  paganism.     This  power 
was  to  live  and  reign  for  a  time,  times,  and  half  a  time, 
which   is   twelve   hundred   and   sixty    prophetic    years. 
These  years  began  in  607,  when  the  first  pope,  as  anti- 
Christ,  became  universal  bishop,  and,  strange  to  say,  the 
same  year  the  eastern  ant i- Christ,  Mahomet,  retired  to 
his  cave  at  Mecca  to  forge  his  imposture.     In  1848,  by 
lunar  calculation,  these  mystic  years  expired;  in  1867, 
by  solar  calculations  ;  when  was  fulfilled  at  each  period — 
first,  as  on  a  small  scale,  for  a  warning,  the  shaking  of 
the  thrones  of  Europe  and  the  banishment  of  the  Pope  to 
Gaeta  ;  and  at  the  other  period  the  final  disestablishment 
of  the  Papacy  as  a  horn  power,  and  just  when  he,  through 
his  agents  in  this  country,  was  accomplishing  the  disestab- 
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lishment  of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  the  sister  country. 
(Cheers.)  Sir,  these  are  more  than  strange  coincidences,  j 
Such  was  to  be  the  Papacy ;  but  now  let  us  see  how  far 
Dr.  Manning,  still  clinging  to  the  exploded  sovereignty, 
seeks  to  carry  out  the  designs  of  that  mysterious  political 
religious  power  which  claims  to  be  such  by  Divine  right, 
and  not  merely  by  the  allowance  of  the  nations,  as  these 
sucking  doves,  who  would  throw  Englishmen  off  their 
guard,  and  apologise,  for  the  papacy  would  fain  persuade 
us.  This  power  was  to  "  exalt  itself  above  all  that  is  X 
called  God."  Now,  sir,  this  cannot  mean  above  God 
himself.  If  it  meant  that  it  would  have  said  it;  but 
it  says  all  that  is  called  by  the  name  of  God,  that 
is  Elohim.  Now,  sir,  of  whom  is  it  said  in  holy 
Scripture,  "  I  have  said  ye  are  Gods,  Elohim  1 "  Of 
whom  was  it  spoken  by  Moses,  "  Thou  shalt  not  revile 
the  Gods,  Elohim  1 "  Was  it  not  said  of  the  magistrates 
and  chief  rulers  of  the  earth  ?  Thus,  then,  to  exalt 
himself  above  all  that  is  called  God,  is  to  seek  to  domi- 
nate and  subordinate  the  Elohim  of  earth,  the  rulers  of 
this  world,  who  are  called  by  God's  own  name,  because 
they,  and  they  alone,  are  supreme  earthly  executors  under 
God,  and  to  administer  His  laws  for  the  benefit  of  their 
subjects,  which  is  the  foundation  of  the  principle  of 
Church  and  State.  (Hear,  hear.)  Now,  sir,  I  find,  in  his 
after-luncheon  speech,  this  Dr.  Manning  repudiating  any 
desire  to  struggle  with  the  powers  of  this  world,  with 
earthly  governments,  especially  with  England.  Oh,  Dr. 
Manning,  that  won't  do.  We  will  play  off  Dr.  Manning 
against  Dr.  Manning.  Give  to  these  men  their  own 
definitions,  theorems,  &c.,  and  they  will  make  a  nice  case 
for  you.  Only  give  to  Csesar  Caesar's  things,  and  to  God 
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God's.  But  then  the  pope  will  take  upon  himself  to  decide 
how  much  belongs  to  Caesar  and  how  much  to  God,  that 
is,  to  himself.  Now,  sir,  Dr.  Manning,  some  years  ago, 
when  pushing  on  towards  the  height  of  that  awful  preci- 
pice on  which  he  now  stands,  told  us  his  mission  to 
England.  Here  are  his  words,  in  a  sermon  preached  to  a 
Romish  synod  :  "If  ever  there  was  a  land  in  which  \irork 
was  to  be  done,  and  perhaps  much  to  suffer,  it  is  here.  I 
shall  not  say  too  much  if  I  say  that  we  have  to  subjugate 
and  subdue  (these  are  brave  words),  to  conquer  and  rule 
an  imperial  race."  Yes,  Englishmen,  you  are  a  race  of 
heroes.  As  our  Irish  poet,  Goldsmith,  has  said  of  you  : — 

Pride  in  his  port,  defiance  in  his  eye, 

I  see  the  lords  of  all  the  earth  go  by. — (Cheers.) 

Home's  mission  is  to  subjugate  and  subdue  you,  conquer 
and  rule  you.  But  let  us  go  on.  "We  have  to  do 
with  a  will  which  reigns  throughout  the  world,  as  the 
will  of  old  Rome  reigned  once.  We  have  to  bend 
or  to  break  that  will  which  nations  and  kingdoms 
have  found  invincible  and  inflexible/'  This  is  the 
gauge  cast  down.  Englishmen,  take  it  up.  (Cheers.)  Be 
not  self-confident.  The  wise  man  has  said,  "  The  thing 
that  was  shall  be ;  and  there  is  nothing  new  under  the 
sun."  You  now  see  how  Popery  originally  spread ; 
the  return  wave  is  running  all  along  the  isothermal 
lines ;  it  is  felt  in  Canada,  Australia,  America,  as  well  as 
here.  Put  your  trust  in  God  ;  He  is  our  refuge  and 
strength.  Dr.  Manning,  in  another  sermon,  praises  the 
great  Jesuit,  Ignatius  Loyola  ;  he  then  praises  Anselm, 
the  proud  and  stubborn  prelate,  and  the  infamous 
Thomas  a  Becket,  whom  he  desires  to  make  his  model, 
two  of  the  greatest  names  of  infamy  known  to  English 
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history.  Becket,  the  companion  in  wickedness  and  lust 
of  Henry  II.,  and  after  his  elevation  to  the  highest  eccle- 
siastical post  who  turned  round  on  his  old  master,  and 
proud,  haughty,  ambitious,  insolent  as  he  was,  sought  to 
put  his  foot  on  the  neck  of  England.  He  then  praises 
Bellarmin,  Petaviuss,  Vasquez,  Suarez,  and  DeLugo,  the 
Jesuits,  names  of  iniquitous  and  infamous  celebrity.  Jesuits 
have  been,  for  their  immoral  casuistry,  turned  out  of  every 
state  in  Europe.  Jesuits  have  been  proscribed  by  a  Pope —  N 
Clement  XIV. — who  in  his  Bull  Dominius  ac  Redemptor, 
uses  these  words  of  them  :  that  by  them  "  dangerous 
seditions  arose ;  tumults,  discords,  dissensions,  scandals, 
which  weakening  or  entirely  breaking  the  bonds  of 
Christian  charity,  excited  the  faithful  to  all  the  rage  of 
party  hatreds  and  enmities."  He  says  that  "  this  step 
was  necessary,  in  order  to  prevent  Christians  from  rising 
one  against  another,  and  from  massacreing  each  other  in 
the  very  bosom  of  our  common  mother,  the  Church. 
Again,  "  it  was  very  difficult,  not  to  say  impossible,  that 
the  church  could  recover  a  firm  and  endurable  peace  so 
long  as  the  said  society  subsisted,"  and,  therefore,  he 
pronounces  them  "  the  general  provincials,  visitors,  and 
other  superiors  of  the  said  society,  to  be  for  ever  annulled 
and  extinguished;"  and  then  adds,  "that  these,  our  letters, 
should  for  ever  and  to  all  eternity,  be  valid,  permanent, 
and  efficacious."  Yet  they  are  back  again,  recalled  by 
another  Pope — Pius  VII.;  who,  however,  in  his  Bull  of 
Recall,  does  not  contradict  one  of  the  charges  made  against 
these  "  skilful  and  experienced  rowers  of  the  bark  of 
Peter."  And  thus  they  verified,  in  their  mysterious  history, 
the  boast  of  one  of  their  own  generals  :  "  We  come  in 
like  wolves,  we  reign  like  lions ;  we  are  driven  out  like 
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dogs,  but  we  renew  our  strength  as  eagles."  But  not 
content  with  this,  Dr.  Manning  praises  the  infamous 
Garnet,  and  the  Jesuits  concocting  of  the  Gunpowder  Plot, 
who  sought  to  blow  up  the  three  estates  of  the  realm,  and 
to  make  Protestantism  an  impossibility  to  eternity.  He 
writes  :  "  On  earth  they  wore  the  garb  of  felons;  in  heaven 
they  stand  arrayed  in  white,  and  crowned.  Here  they 
were  arraigned  in  the  dock  as  malefactors  ;  there  they  sit 
by  the  throne  of  the  Son  of  God."  (Sensation.)  Yes,  sir, 
and  he  calls  our  fine  Protestant  country  "  sentina  gentium, 
the  cesspool  of  the  world."  Rome  not  interfere  with 
governments  and  powers,  sir !  It  is  the  acme  of  impudence 
to  assert  it.  Have  we  forgotten  the  Constitutions  of 
Clarendon,  cursed  by  the  Pope,  sir  ?  Have  we  forgotten 
Magna  Charta,  the  charter  of  English  liberty,  for  obtaining 
which  the  bold  barons  of  England  were  excommunicated 
b/  the  Pope,  sir  ?  Have  we  forgotten  Priest  O'KeefFe's 
case,  in  which  Dr.  Cullen  and  his  myrmidons  seek  to 
crush  out  the  spirit  and  life  of  a  fine  old  priest,  who 
is  fighting,  almost  single-handed,  against  the  Papacy, 
to  the  shame  and  disgrace  of  on-looking,  unsympa- 
thising,  but  applauding  Protestants.  Gregory  XVI. 
cursed  "  liberty  of  conscience  "  and  "  that  never-enough 
to  be  execrated  liberty — the  liberty  of  the  press." 
The  late  Dr.  Wiseman  told  all  England  that  the  terri- 
torial bishops  were  introduced  into  England  to  administer 
canon  law,  as  it  could  not  be  administered  under  vicars 
apostolic.  He  little  thought  we  would  inquire  what  was 
this  canon  law.  Sir,  these  canon  laws  are  so  bad  that  the 
celebrated  Dr.  Doyle,  Roman  Catholic  Bishop  of  Kildare, 
the  great  champion  of  the  Catholic  claims,  said  if  its  laws 
were  received  in  this  country,  it  would  drench  our  streets 
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and  fields  in  blood  ;  that  nothing  would  be  at  rest  if  they 
were.  He  denied  that  they  were,  however,  as  he  said 
they  were  of  no  force  unless  published  in  the  country, 
which,  he  said,  in  his  day  they  never  were.  But  now, 
sir,  they  are.  They  were  set  up  publicly  in  1832,  after* 
their  perjury  had  won  emancipation,  set  up  to  be  the 
guide  in  confession  through  which  to  rule  the  consciences  x, 
of  the  Eomanists  of  the  country.  Pastor  bonus  is  the  name 
of  one  ;  Bulla  ccence  Domini,  another ;  Pastoralis  Regiminis 
multorum  querela,  and  others  ;  and,  worst  of  all,  Elapso 
proxime,  for  the  establishment  of  the  Inquisition.  Yes, 
sir,  and  I  challenge  an  inspection  of  all  their  cathedrals 
and  nunneries,  and  will  shew  ring-bolts,  trap  doors,  cells, 
torture  chambers,  and  all  the  terrible  machinery  for  a 
holocaust  to  the  demon  of  the  Inquisition  when  time  and 
opportunity  arrive.  And,  now,  as  I  have  mentioned  Dr. 
Doyle,  let  me  tell  you  a  wonderful  and  mysterious  fact 
about  that  able  man.  Shortly  before  his  death  he  was 
converted  by  reading  his  Bible,  brought  before  him  by 
two  wards  and  nieces,  the  Misses  Anderson.  I  knew 
their  brother  well.  Dr.  Doyle  used  to  carry  in  his  pocket 
a  little  book  called  "  Dew  Drops,"  with  texts  of  Scripture 
in  it.  He  often  was  heard  to  sigh,  and  say,  "  Oh,  is  there 
mercy  even  for  me  ?"  "  Oh,  that  terrible  perjury  in  the 
House  of  Lords  !" — alluding  to  his  swearing  the  doctrines 
of  Home  were  not  what  he  knew  them  to  be,  so  as  to 
blindfold  England  and  get  emancipation.  He  was  working 
in  common  with  O'Connell,  who  was  a  pupil  of  the  Jesuits. 
He  became  suspected,  and  was  watched.  Some  time 
before  his  death,  two  priests — one  of  them  had  been 
a  secretary  of  his,  were  sent  to  spy  out  Orange  secrets 
in  Ireland.  They  went  down  to  Lord  Roden's,  at 
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Tolly  more  Park,  to  a  great  Protestant  gathering,  in  dis 
guise.     He  was  a  Grand  Master  of  the  Orangemen.     H< 
had  a  religious  service  in  his  house,  at  which  these  mer 
were  disguised.     He  himself  preached  to  the  Protestants 
The  sermon  touched  the  priest's  heart ;  he  was  converted 
or  at  any  rate  shaken  in  his  faith.     Some  time  after  he  ] 
and  the  other  were  set  to  write  to  gather  out  of  Scripture 
all  texts  such  as  that  of  the  extirpation  of  the  Canaanites. 
and  Amalek,  "  Smite  them  hip  and  thigh,  spare  neither 
ox  nor  sheep,  infant  or  suckling,  camel  or  ass"-— texts 
which  would  justify  the  then  contemplated  massacre  of 
the   Protestants   of  Ireland.     The  reading  of  the  Bible 
finished  what  Lord  Eoden's  sermon  had  began  to  effect. 
The   priest   was   converted ;    his    fellow,    however,    was 
hardened  and  rendered  more  dark  and  malignant.     It  is 
supposed  he  informed  upon  this  other  priest,  but  all  that 
is  known  is  that  four  men  in  disguise  one  night  came  to 
him,  seized  him,  carried  him  off,  brought  him  to  a  remote 
outhouse,  burnt  his  hand  off  to  the  wrist,  and  told  him 
they  did  that  as  a  punishment  for  treachery  ;  and  now, 
said  they,  come  and  see  your  master,  Bishop  Doyle.   They 
carried  him  bleeding  and  half  dead  in  the  night  to  Bishop 
Doyle's,   whom  in  his  presence  they  took  out  of  his  bed 
and  nearly  flogged,  naked,  to  death.     When  he  fainted 
they  put  him  into  a  warm  bath  to  resuscitate  him,  and  as 
they  took  him  out  of  it  he  died.     Their  consternation  was 
so  great  the  poor  priest  escaped  off  to  the  mountains,  lay 
hid  there  some  time,  and  then  escaped  to  America.     He 
visited  his  old  nurse  the  night  before  he  sailed,  and  told 
her  all  this.     She  told  her  employer,  a  Protestant  lady  of 
rank,  who  sent  for  the  well-known  Rev.  B.  C.  Dallas,  and 
told  it  to  him.     He  took  it  all  down  in  writing.    It  was 
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hown  to  tlie  old  Duke  of  Wellington,  who  advised  that 
here  was  no  use  in  publishing  it,  as  it  would  be  certain 
o  be  denied,  and  as  the  man  had  escaped  to  America  it 
ould  not  be  proved.  Yes,  Rome  is  indeed  unchanged. 
This,  sir,  is  what  Dr.  Manning  has  now  found  out  and 

Ireads. 

Still  vile  and  full  of  blasphemy, 

As  when,  in  days  of  yore, 
She  slew  our  martyred  thousands,  and 

Was  drunken  with  their  gore. 
Fierce  as  a  hungry  lion 

She  still  rushes  on  the  prey, 
And  in  her  bloody  enmity 

Would  sweep  our  name  away. 

This  is  why  St.  John,  in  the  Apocalypse,  wondered 
with  a  great  admiration  or  astonishment  to  see  the  woman 
on  the  scarlet  coloured  beast  "  drunk  with  the  blood  of 
the  saints  and  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus/'  I  know 
that  in  the  notes  to  their  Bible  (Macnamara's  Bible) 
they  say  that  the  blood  of  heretics  is  no  more  the  blood 
of  saints  than  the  blood  of  murderers  or  any  other  male- 
factors, for  the  shedding  of  which  no  commonwealth  shall 
suffer.  I  know  that  Ligouri  teaches  "  they  are  only  to  be 
accounted  assassins  who  commit  a  homicide  with  the 
bargain  that  he  who  employs  them  shall  pay  them  a 
temporal  reward."  It  is  no  assassination  to  murder  for  a 
spiritual  reward,  such  as  heavenly  felicity,  or  a  Pope's 
blessing  ;  and  that  is  what  Dr.  Manning  thinks  when  he 
praises  Garnett. 

Oh,  pardon  me,  thou  bleeding  form  of  Truth, 

That  I  am  patient  with  these  butchers. 

I  know  that  Ferdinand  of  Spain  was  canonised  for  that 
he,  with  his  royal  hands,  lighted  the  fire  to  burn  the  poor 
Protestants  bound  to  the  stake,  (See  th©  feast  of  St. 
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Ferdinand  III.,  die  5  Junii,  in  Roman  Breviary.  Rome 
1843.)  I  know  all  this,  and  more  than  this,  and  I  want 
you  to  know  it,  too.  (Cheers.) 

I  find,  sir,  there  were  two  addresses  presented  to  this  Dr. 
Manning ;  one  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Brindle,  of  Oldham,  in 
which  he  is  called  a  Prince  of  the  Church  ;  another  by  a 
Mr.  Richardson,  of  Salford,  in  which  he  is  complimented 
on  the  dignity  of  the  sacred  purple,  the  red  stockings,  red 
skull  cap,  red  gloves,  red  uniform ;  and  told  that  he  was 
no  stranger  in  Manchester,  as  he  often  had  come  among 
them  for  the  advancement  of  religion  and  education. 
Religion  and  education !  That,  sir,  is  amusing,  indeed. 
Does  not  the  world  know  that,  till  the  Reformation,  the 
favourite  motto  of  Rome  was,  that  ignorance  is  the  mother 
of  devotion.  (Hear,  hear.)  And  as  to  the  purple,  and 
scarlet,  and  precious  stones,  and  sapphire  rings,  and 
incense,  and  pure  twined  linen,  why,  in  the  18th  chapter 
of  the  Apocalypse  these  were  marked  out  as  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  Great  Babylon.  Romanists  admit  that 

I  Babylon  here  means  Rome,  but  say  Rome  pagan.  That 
sir,  will  prove  too  much  ;  for,  if  so,  the  chapter  says 
"  Babylon  the  Great  is  fallen,  and  is  become  the  habi- 
tation of  devils  and  the  cage  of  every  unclean  and 
hateful  bird."  So  that  if  Rome  pagan  was  Babylon 
fallen,  Rome  papal,  which  succeeded  her,  must  be  the 
habitation  of  devils.  (Cheers.)  Now,  sir,  as  to  the 

/  religion  and  education  question.  Let  me  read  the  Govern- 
ment returns  of  the  countries  of  Europe  with  re- 
ference to  the  breach  of  two  of  the  Ten  Commandments, 
the  VI.  and  VII.  "  By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them," 
the  false  prophets,  said  our  Lord ;  that  is,  not  so  much  by 
their  own  personal  lives,  but  by  the  fruit  that  their  seed- 
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sowing  among  the  nations  produces.  These  were  published 
some  years  ago  by  the  Rev.  Hobart  Seymour.  First  take 
immorality.  Illegitimate  births  in  London,  4  per  cent  ; 
Paris,  33  ;  Brussels,  35  ;  Munich,  48  ;  Vienna,  50  ;  Rome, 
73  !  Now  let  us  take  the  murders.  England,  4  per 
million  the  population  ;  Ireland,  before  the  famine,  33  ; 
after  the  famine,  19  ;  Belgium,  18  ;  France,  31  ;  Austria, 
36  ;  Bavaria,  68  ;  Lombardy,  45  ;  Sardinia,  20  ;  Tuscany, 
56;  Sicily,  90;  Naples,  174;  Papal  States,  113  per 
million  of  the  population  !  Sir,  the  Dublin  Review — one 
of  the  ablest  Romish  reviews — of  October,  1851,  says  that 
a  great  part  of  the  moral  theology  of  Rome  "  consists  in 
framing  excuses  for  sinners — reducing  the  sin  to  some  less 
aggravated  form  of  transgression,  accounting  for  it  upon 
some  indulgent  hypothesis  !  "  Ha  !  ha  !  Just  so.  They 
teach  with  regard  to  every  one  of  the  Commandments  ! 
"  Thou  must  keep  them  ;  thou  shalt  not  break  them  ;  but 
I  will  show  how  many  sins  you  may  commit  with  safety  j 
and  not  be  under  condemnation  of  the  Commandments." 
No  wonder  brainless  men,  and  silly  women,  and  used-up 
debauchees,  like  the  "  barley-water  and  beef-tea "  of 
Rome  instead  of  the  strong,  invigorating  "port  wine  and 
beefsteak "  of  Protestant  theology.  This  is  the  very 
figure  of  the  reviewer.  Talk  of  morality,  and  religion,  and 
enlightenment  advanced  by  Popery  !  One  rubs  his  eyes 
at  this.  What,  sir,  after  Macaulay's  declaration — and 
who  more  tender  than  he,  or  more  generous  towards 
Popery  ? — "  To  stunt  the  growth  of  the  human  mind,"  he 
says,  "has  been  her  mission,  and  that  whatever  advance 
has  been  made  in  civilisation  has  been  made  in  spite  of 
her."  A  religion  that  would  fain,  in  the  Irish  Education 
Act,  have  eliminated  history  and  mental  philosophy  from 
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the  curriculum  of  education — a  system  of  which  Liguori 
says,  in  his  "  Praxis  Confessarii,"  that  to  most  priests  the 
confessional  is  ferme  certce  damnationis,"  almost  certain 
damnation.  Why,  sir,  let  me  ask,  if  not  because  of  its 
soul-trap  character,  can  our  wives  and  daughters  be  safe 
in  such  hands  ?  (Cheers.) 

Let  me  finally  pass  on  to  the  conclusion  of  his  after- 
luncheon  speech.  He  said,  "  the  Catholic  Church  was  not 
antagonistic  to  -any  true  Christian  man."  That  may  be, 
sir.  But  who  are  true  Christian  men  in  Rome's  es- 
timation ?  that  is  the  question  he  forgot  to  tell  us.  But 
hearken.  Are  you  aware  that  even  they  have  mis- 
translated the  sacred  text  to  give  support  to  their  in- 
tolerance ?  "Glory  be  to  God  in  the  highest;  peace  on 
earth,  goodwill  towards  men,"  was  the  angelical 
salutation  at  the  birth  of  our  loving  Jesus.  So  we 
translate  it  literally,  even  to  the  original.  What  say 
these  men  who  handle  the  word  of  God  deceitfully  ? 
"  Peace  on  earth  to  men  of  good  will,"  which  can  in  no 
way  be  expressed  from  the  words.  And  this,  just  to 
justify  their  denial  of  the  common  decencies  of  courtesy 
and  charity  to  heretics.  On  this  ground  they  refused  a 
safe  conduct  to  our  dear  German  brethren  in  the  16th 
century  ;  on  this  they  proclaimed  in  one  of  their  councils 
that  no  faith  should  be  kept  with  the  heretics,  and 
they  acted  it  out  in  the  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew, 
and  the  Irish  rebellions  of  1641  and  1798,  as  poor 
Protestants  bitterly  learned  by  tortures,  agonies,  and 
slaughter,  that  Lamartine,  a  Roman  Catholic,  says  in  his 
Angleterre,  for  ever  stained  the  Irish  race  and  religion.  Dr. 
Manning  goes  on  to  say,  that  any  man  who  maintains  a 
positive  belief  in  our  divine  Lord  will  find  no  antagonist 
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in  him.  That  may  be ;  but  who  is  he  ?  All  Romanists 
call  our  faith  a  mere  negation  ;  nothing  positive  in  it.  He 
will  be  tender  to  the  positive  though  mutilated  Christianity 
he  finds  in  England,  that  means  Ritualism ;  but  Pro- 
testantism, that  he  and  his  people  deny  to  be  a  faith  at 
all.  He  asserts  that  infidelity  in  all  its  forms  (save  the 
inherited  infidelity,  that  is  to  be  pitied)  will  find  from 
him  the  strongest  possible  resistance.  But  he  should  have 
told  you  that  Liguori  defines  infidelity  as  "Paganism, 
Judaism,  and  heresy,"  that  is  Protestantism.  Yet  we 
are  cut  off  and  cut  out.  What  the  character  of  the 
resistance  he  will  offer  we  learn  from  his  oath.  Sir,  I 
hold  in  my  hand  the  Roman  Pontifical.  In  it  I  find 
the  form  of  oath  he  swore  to  be,  "  heretics,  schis- 
matics, and  rebels  against  the  same  our  Lord  (that  is 
the  Pope)  I  will  persecute  and  fight  against  to  the  utmost 
of  my  power."  (Hear,  hear.)  It  has  been  pretended  that 
this  is  left  out,  by  allowance  of  the  Pope,  for  England. 
Sir,  it  is  false  ;  this  has  been  proved.  A  Roman  Catholic 
gentleman  in  Dublin,  the  other  day,  admitted  that  he  was 
in  the  cathedral  on  the  occasion  of  a  newly-elected  bishop 
taking  the  oath,  and  that  these  words  were  uttered.  Dr. 
Ullathorne  tells  us  that  persequar,  the  Latin  word  used, 
does  not  mean  persecute,  only  prosecute.  Thank  you,  Dr. 
Ullathorne,  we  are  better  scholars  than  you  would  have 
us.  Let  me  tell  you,  Dr.  Ullathorne,  that  in  your  own 
Bible,  when  you  translate  the  word  persequar  from  the 
vulgate  you  translate  it  as  persecute.  (Cheers.)  We 
don't  intend  to  trust  you,  Dr.  Ullathorne,  to  put  into 
force  your  persequar  ;  to  deny  your  power  to  use  force  is 
condemned  in  the  celebrated  syllabus.  You  shall  have  no 
coercive  jurisdiction  in  England  ;  you  shall  confine,  if  you 
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please,  your  fulininations  to  cursings.  In  the  Rambler,  a 
periodical  which  is  of  high  authority  and  circulates  among 
the  upper  classes  of  Romanists,  for  1852,  1854,  in 
writing  on  civil  and  religious  liberty,  we  find  it  denounced 
as  "Protestantism  and  nonsense,"  as  a  "  wicked  delusion  ;" 
^  says  "  Believe  us  not,  Protestants  of  England,  when  you 
hear  us  pouring  forth  our  "  Liberalisms  ;"  and  in  reply  to 
the  question  what  they  would  do  with  us  if  in  the  ascendant, 
the  writer  says,  "  that  would  depend  entirely  on  circum- 
stances. If  it  would  benefit  the  cause  of  toleration  we 
would  tolerate  you  ;  if  expedient  we  would  imprison  you, 
banish  you,  fine  you,  possibly  even  hang  you  ;  but  be 
assured  of  one  thing,  we  would  never  tolerate  you  for 
the  sake  of  civil  and  religious  liberty."  And  here,  by  the 
way,  Dr.  Manning  assured  them  that  he  got  from  Rome, 
by  telegram,  the  Pope's  blessing  for  them ;  how  he 
managed  to  catch  the  ecclesiastical  aura,  and  then  transmit 
it  to  them,  deponent  did  not  say.  I  should  like  to  study 
the  chemistry ;  but  one  thing  I  know,  sir,  it  is  a  very 
dangerous  thing  to  get  a  Pope's  blessing — a  curse  is  said 
to  follow.  (Laughter.)  Did  you  ever  hear  of  the  Golden 
Rose,  the  great  symbol  of  a  Pope's  love  and  blessing,  sent 
to  a  monarch,  that  did  not  meet  with  the  loss  of  his  crown, 
or  some  other  fatal  experience  ?  Of  the  Pope  a  Manchester 
Englishman  may  say,  and  to  the  present  Pope  should  say  : 
"  Take  back  thy  proffered  boon,  old  man,  for  I  wot 
he  whom  thou  blessest  is  cursed,  and  he  whom  thou 
cursest  is  blessed."  (Cheers.)  Just  see  the  effects 
'upon  the  nations  of  Europe.  Let  us  take  them  as 
they  are  blessed  and  cursed  by  the  Pope.  The  hardy 
Swede,  Protestant ;  the  plucky  Dane,  Protestant ;  the 
terrible  Prussian,  Protestant ;  the  invincible  Englishman, 
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Protestant.      (Loud  cheers.)      The   go-a-head   American 
Protestant;  the  immortal  Piedmontese,  "whose  bones  lie 
bleaching    on  the   Alpine  mountains    cold,"    Protestant. 
(Loud  cheers. )     Now  take  the  reverse  picture.     The  lazy, 
lying,  Italian,  Romanist ;  the  brutal  Austrian,  Romanist ; 
the  bigoted  Spaniard  and  Portugese,  Romanist ;  the  revolu- 
tionary   Frenchman,   Romanist  ;    and  the    Irish    cypher 
Romanist.     When  I  speak  thus,  I  am  aware  that  there  are 
fine  men  in  all  nations,  and  especially  in  Ireland,  but  they 
are  always  generous,  fine,  noble,  and  free,  in  the  inverse 
ratio    of  their   religion ;    that  is,    the    less    Roman,  the 
more  noble ;    the  more  Roman,    the    less.      The  Queen 
was  indeed  complimented  by  Dr.  Manning,  with  one  of 
those  treacherous   compliments  ;    but  what,  sir,    of    the 
drinking  the  Pope's  health  first  ?    It  will  be  said,  the  Pope 
is  the  representative  of  God.      I  deny  it.     Besides,  God 
wants  no  one  to  drink  His  health.     (Cheers.)    Before  the 
Emancipation  Act,    no   Roman  Catholic    ever    dreamed 
of    drinking     the     Pope's     health     first.       Why,     sir, 
this    change  ?      Were  Roman    Catholics    then    disloyal 
to    their    Pope,     or    are    they    now    disloyal   to    their 
sovereign?     (Cheers.)    This   billing  and  cooing  won't  do. 
sir.       We    will    not    trust    it.      We    don't   believe    it.  , 
Lord  Beaumont  and  other  peers  remonstrated  at  the  time 
of  the  papal  aggression  against  the  disloyalty  that  was 
attempted  to  be  forced  on  them,  and  many  feel  it  still. 
But  the  spark  of  manhood  and  nationality  is  fading — is 
going  out.     Rome's  hand  is  on  their  throat ;  she  will  not 
relax  her  grasp.     They  may  think  that  we  are  all  bound 
in  her  withes,  but  with  a  voice  of  thunder  we  will  raise  the 
war  shout,  "  Up,  England,  the  Philistines  are  upon  thee," 
and,  if  I  mistake  not,   sir,  there  will  be  a  fine  response 
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and  awakening  at  that  call.  (Cheers.)  Let  every  English- 
man study  this  question  ;  let  every  Protestant  "  contend 
earnestly  for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints  ;"  let 
every  bishop  and  presbyter  be  true  to  his  oath,  to  his 
mission,  to  his  God ;  we  all  shall  render  our  account.  Let 
every  layman  take  up  the  cry,  "  No  Popery  !  No  Popery ! 
No  Popery !  "  No  Popery  !  It  is  the  resolution,  of  every 
Christian  Protestant  who  fears  his  God  and  loves  the 
Revolution  with  that  resulting  system  which  endears,  and 
will  endear  until  its  dissolution  by  weakness,  force,  or 
fraud,  or  length  of  years,  the  monarchy  to  Britain.  God 
and  Friend,  save,  save,  oh,  save  it  till  Thy  world  shall 
end.  (Loud  cheers.) 

NOTE  1.— The  League  of  St.  Sebastian  is  organising  largely  in  the  country  and  is  a 
military  league  for  restoring  the  temporality  of  the  Pope  by  force  of  arms.  Mr- 
(Hailstone  was  furnished  with  proof  of  this  by  James  Johustone,  Esq.,  of  the  Protes- 
tant League,  in  Edinburgh,  and  promised  to  look  into  it.  Even  he  was  startled. 

XOTI:  2. — In  a  Roman  cathechiam  styled  "  What  every  Christian  must  know  and  do," 
approved  by  Dr.  Cullen,  of  Dublin,  Pope's  delegate,  it  is  stated  that  it  is  not  an  oath 
1 1-  unless  you  mean  it  for  an  oath ;  that  it  is  grievous  to  put  out  your  tongue  at 
your  parents  "  in  their  presence,"  or  curse  them  "  in  their  hearing."  These  words  are 
in  italics.  "  It  is  not  a  sin  to  desire  temporal  misfortune  to  another  in  order  that  it 
may  make  him  cease  to  give  scandal,  or  be  converted,  or  not  persecute  the  good."  "  It 
is  a  mortal  sin  to  get  drunk  so  as  to  lose  your  senses" — only  then.  "  Bad  dancing 
houses,  bad  wakes,"  are  forbidden.  What  about  the  good  ones  ?  "  It  is  a  venial  sin 
to  steal  a  little !"  "  It  is  a  sin  to  mix  something  with  what  you  sell  except  there  is  a 
common  custom  of  doing  it."  Now  we  see  why  Popery  is  fashionable.  "  Lies  are 
always  sins,  but  it  is  not  a  lie  for  a  servant  to  say  her  master  is  not  at  home,"  &c., 
when  he  is.  There  can  be  no  true  marriage  in  Ireland  and  some  other  places  (England, 
of  course,  let  it  out)  except  the  marriage  is  before  the  parish  priest  and  two  witnesses. 
You  see  all  Protestants  are  in  concubinage.  "  It  is  a  mortal  sin  to  do  anything  for  the 
purpose  of  destroying  an  infant  unborn,  even  to  save  the  mother's  life  !  " — that  is, 
kill  the  mother  and  spare  the  child. 
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
